Committee of Expert Sanitarians
Appointed to Work With

War Council.

Sanitation and public health, both in
the war fields abroad and to meet war

conditions in the United States, are to1
be of special concern to the war coun¬
cil of the Red Cross. Providing for ex-

pert advice, the war council has ap¬
pointed a medical advisory committee
of leading- sanitarians and public health
authorities, which held its first meeting:
at lied Cross headquarters today. This
committee is composed of Dr. Simon
Flexner, director. Rockefeller Institute,
chairman; Dr. John W. Kerr, assistant
surgeon general, United States public
health service; Dr. Herman M. Biggs,
director of the Now York state depart¬
ment of health; Dr. William H. Welch,
dean of school of hygiene, Johns Hop¬
kins University; Dr. Frank S. Billings,
professor of medicine, University of;
Chicago; Dr. M. J. Rosenau, professor of
preventive medicine. Harvard Univer-
sity; Wickliffe Rose, director of the in-
ternational health board; Dr. Victor C.
Vaughan, professor of hygiene, Univer-j
sity of Michigan; Dr. Charles V. Chapin,
department of health. Providence, R. I.;
Dr. Richard P. Strong, professor of
tropical medicine. Harvard University;
Dr. Richard M. Pearce, professor of re¬

search medicine, University of Pennsyl¬
vania.

Kx-officio members of the commit¬
tee are: Col. Jefferson R. Kean, director
general, department of military relief,
and Dr. T. W. Richards, assistant di¬
rector general, department of military
relief. 1

This committer is to have permanent
headquarters in the Red Cross building,
with Prof. Pearce as secretary.

Ready to Aid Army.
Under the plan of the war council its

medical advisory committee will be pre¬
pared to co-operate, should the assist¬
ance of the Red Cross be desired, with
the medical authorities of the army and
navv in matters relating to the health
of the armed forces of the United States
both abroad and at home. Its services
and advice also will be available in
dealing with matters of health and san¬
itation which are outside state or fed¬
eral aid.
The chief sphere of work of the med¬

ical advisory committee will be in con¬
nection with the plans of the Red Cross
.war council for European war relief.
IA Red Cross commission, headed by
Maj. Grayson M. P. Murphy, is now
abroad studying conditions in France
and other allied countries. Headquar-
ters for the commission have been
opened in Paris and on its reports the
war council will direct American relief
activities.
Two of the main problems confront¬

ing the commission, and which will at
once engage the attention of the med¬
ical advisory committee, are the spread
of tuberculosis and children's disease?
in France. There are more than SOO.OuO
'.ases of tuberculosis in France. Every
resource of America must be enlisted in
combating this plague, not merelv for
humanitarian motives, but to protect
the health of American troops abroad.

Orphans Furnish Problems.
Additional medical problem* have

been brought about because of the
thousands of war orphans in France.
Because children have been deprived
of mothers and fathers and under¬
nourished physically, there has been a
great spread of children's diseases in
France.
Where necessity exists, or on invita¬

tion, the medical advisory committee
will also undertake investigations into
health conditions in foreign countries
ar.d the United States. Every effort
will be made to prevent the spread of
epidemics and to help maintain local
standards of health following the with¬
drawal of doctors and nurses from com¬
munities for war service. This service
will be undertaken not only in the
army encampment, but elsewhere in
co-operation with the United States
public health service. I
Dr. Richard P. Strong, who is a mem¬

ber of the committee, was head of the
Red Cross forces which stamped out
the typhus epidemic in Serbia two
.years ago. Dr. Rose was the head of!
the Red Cross commission which two
years ago investigated relief condi-1
tions in Poland, while Dr. Biggs has al-.
ready conducted an investigation into'
tuberculosis in France for the French
government.

SAYSTHE REGULARARMY
ISSH0RT5D,000MEN

War Department E»timate on Fact
of Returns From Half Week of

Recruiting.
With recruiting week half gone. War

Department officials estimated today
that the regular army still is more than
50,000 men short of war strength, the
goal it had been hoped to attain by
Friday night.
On the face of the returns so far. it is

apparent that there has been no gen-
eral response among men of military
age to President Wilson's call for 70.-
000 volunteers during the -week to 1JH
up the ranks of the regular establish¬
ment and thuji complete the first big
military preparation in the war against
Germany.

Below the Average.
Returns for the first three days. In

fact, were below the average of the
weeks preceding. They were far below
the expectations of officials here, who
had been confident that the President's
direct and clear-cut appeal for volun¬
teers would bring home to thousands
the fact that their country needs them
at once. .

While officials believe that in most
communities the press and semi-public
agencies have responded to the request
for co-operation in stimulating interest
in the recruiting campaign, they also

are convinced that in some places tne

President's appeal had not been plR^ea
properlv before those who are elig
Yesterday twenty-six states
that they each had secured during tne

F Street Station to Occupy Quarters

in Building About

July 1.

New quarters in the old land office
building, F street between 7th and 8th
streets northwest, are to be occupied
by the F street station of the city
post office. The office now is located
in the basement of the building on the

southwest corner of 8th and F streets.

The move will be made about July 1.
The post office will occupy the entire

F street front of the ground floor of
.the building, and will enable this
branch to take care of its largely in¬
creasing business, and will be a great
improvement over the quarters now

occupied, which are crowded.
The transfer of this station to new

quarters, according to Postmaster M. O.
Chance, will not in any way change the
status of other stations in the down¬
town section.
Removal of the station to this building

might be called a repetition of history, for
the structure was originally put up for
and occupied by the city post office and
the Post Office Department. After this
building had been occupied for some time
the city post office was moved to the
building now occupied by the Central
Union Mission, and later to the Union
building on Ci street, where it remained
until it took its place on the first floor of
the present Post Office Department build¬
ing. * i
